PETERSON TOLD THE SENATE-HOUSE ATOMIC ENERGY COMMITTEE HE AND FRANK 


COKER, RESEARCH DIRECTOR FOR UNITED-ELECTRO DYNAMICS CORP.. PASADENA 
HAVE JUST COMPLETED AN INTENSIVE STUDY OF THE SUBJECT FOR THE AIR FORCE. 
THE TWO MEN SAID THERE WOULD BE ENORMOUS DIFFICULTIES IN THE WAY OF 
SETTING UP THE 21 OR 22 CONTROL STATIONS IN RUSSIA ENVISAGED UNDER THE 

TEST BAN TALKS NOW UNDER WAY IN GENEVA, 

THEY ESTIMATED IT WOULD COST BETWEEN ONE AND FIVE BILLION DOLLARS 
AND TAKE THREE TO FIVE YEARS EVEN IF THE JOB WERE PUT ON A CRASH BASIS. 

PETERSON AND COKER DID NOT OFFER ANY ESTIMATES ON THE COST OF 
SETTING UP AN ENTIRE 180-STATION NETWORK OVER THE WORLD BEING DISCUSSED 
IN THE GENEVA TALKS. 

UeSe, RUSSIAN AND BRITISH EXPERTS MEETING IN THE SUMMER OF 1958 
AGREED ON SUCH A NETWORK, BUT THIS COUNTRY SUBSEQUENTLY HAS SAID IT 
BELIEVES 180 WOULD BE INADEQUATE. 

UNDER TENTATIVE PLANNING, ABOUT 21 OF THE 180 STATIONS WOULD BE IN

PETERSON AND COKER SAID THESE WERE SOME OF THE DIFFICULTIES THEY

PLANNING TO LAUNCH HUGE INTERCONTINENTAL BALLISTIC MISSILES FROM THE

THE NEW PROPOSAL, WHICH HAS BEEN UNDER STUDY AT THE NAVY'S PACIFIC 
MISSILE RANGE (PMR) HEADQUARTERS HERE THE PAST YEAR, WOULD ELIMINATE 
THE TREMENDOUS INVESTMENT OF BUILDING MULTI-MILLION DOLLAR LAUNCHING 
PADS ON SUCH DRY LAND SITES’ AS VANDENBERG AIR FORCE BASE, A NAVY 
SPOKESMAN SAID. 

THE IDEA WAS EVOLVED BY A YOUNG NAVY SCIENTIST, WHOM THE NAVY
